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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Prompt Solution Required 


The fatal accident 
points up a problem that occurs whenever intersections 
are designed, whenever, indeed, rough, country roads are 


at Dascomb rd. and Andover st. 


improved. 

Cars immediately begin to use the country roads like 
highways; intersections made easy begin to lose their 
identity as intersections looking more like straight- 
aways. 

Some communities prefer to leave some of their country 
roads, specially those serving modern through-ways, in a 
narrow, rather bumpy condition. Doing so, it is claimed, 
slows down the traffic and makes it possible to better 
control the flow of cars. 

And, with intersections, perhaps making them easy 
also contributes to the neglect of motorists when they 
ignore stop Signs and warning devices. 

Perhaps the thing to do is to make the intersection 
abrupt, and put in a traffic light to control the flow of 
traffic. Instead of designing a free-moving junction of two 
major roads, perhaps the engineers would be wiser to 
make the junction difficult, somewhat dangerous, so that 
anyone using the roads for the second time would re- 
member to slow down and stop. 

We don’t know the answer to the local interchange that 
has so dramatically been in the headlines lately; we only 
know that some prompt solution to the dangers presented 
at the intersection must be found. To say that the inter- 
section would be safe, if all motorists obeyed the stop 
sign on Dascomb rd., is not enough. 


We’re Involved 

As indifferent as some persons are to graft and corrup- 
tion, to mismanagement, to favoritism or unethical conduct 
in government, they should all take a hard look at how 
this sort of behavior effects a community. 

If the excessive expenditures are not of any concern, 
and if the waste of tax dollars can be shrugged off, per- 
haps this example of its affect on Andover will be of some 
interest: 

The town has been waiting, since town meeting, to get 
started with Rogers Brook, following a mandate from the 
voters to get on with the job. 

The town has done its part of the required work — the 
state has not moved at all. Why? 

Because the director of the Division of Waterways has 
been spending most of his time on the witness stand at 
his removal hearing. The charges aired at the hearing do 


i not concern us as a town — the activities involve other 
municipalities — but because of the hearing everything 


else has stopped functioning. 

At the end of this month, the appropriations from which 
we should have received our funds for the brook project 
will be finished, because that’s the end of the state’s 
fiscal year. 

It’s doubtful whether anything can be accomplished 
before then, because the Commissioner of Public Works 
has indicated he won’t reach a decision on the director’s 
status until July 3. It’s useless to negotiate with an 
official who may not be around very long — so we are 
almost required to wait for the Commissioner’s action. 

It’s probable that the Rogers Brook funds will be avail- 
able from the new appropriations, in the new fiscal year 
starting July l. 

But if the director of the Waterways Division is re- 
moved, his successor will have to thoroughly review the 
project first. If Mr. Bessette remains as director, he will 
have to make the allocation of funds for the job. 

At best, the project will be delayed — has been delayed 
too long already — because of the charges and hearings 
at that level of state government. This is just one way 
that such activities affect us, even if we are not other- 
wise concerned with the ethics of the official actions, or 


how our tax dollars are being used.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

‘‘There is one statement in Mr. 
Valz’s long letter concerning 
Urban Renewal with which lagree. 
‘Urban Renewal is the biggest 
issue ever to come before the 
people of Andover for decision’. 
He gives good advice to us that we 
study the proposal and then pro- 
ceeds to disregard his own advice. 
He has apparently accepted the 
statements of the Renewal 
Authority at their face value and 
then seems to have concluded that 
‘UR’ is good for the town. 

“‘There are some aspects of 
the Urban Renewal proposal that 
have not been brought to the atten- 
tion of the public. The expensive 
brochure prepared by the planners 
for the Urban Renewal Authority 
paints a rosy picture. One might 
get the impression that the federal 
government is going to rebuild 
Andover center. This is not so. 
Except for the plans for re- 
development federal money is used 
only for (1) the acquisition of the 
property and (2) for destruction. 

**The only way in which the re- 
development can be accomplished 
is by private enterprise. The im-~ 
plications of this fact are many. 
First the developer (speculator) 
must see a profit in the project. 
This means that the land must be 
acquired at a price to justify 
building. Unless the developer be- 
lieves the rents of the property 
will show a profit he will not be 
interested. If he is interested the 
cost of buildings will be deter- 
mined by the rent potential - the 
lower the rent potential the cheaper 
the buildings. Then there is the 
matter of financing. Most 
developers expect to build with 
creditors money. Many expect 
financing of one hundred per cent 
of the cost of buildings. Many 
developers do not expect to build 
for investment but for sale. 

‘*The cost of the land is aprime 
factor in this discussion. The as= 
sumption of the Urban Renewal 
Authority that the sale of the land 
can be made at over one million 
dollars is in my opinion not 
justified. This figure was used to 
prove that the project would cost 
the Town very little money. Ex- 
perience elsewhere indicates that 
the Urban Renewal Authority will 
do well if they can obtain the 
assessed value of the land when it 
is sold. It is important to re- 
member that once the property is 
taken by the Urban Renewal 
Authority the Town loses its zoning 
controls. No changes in the uses 
of the land can then be made with- 
out approval from Washington. 

‘Neither the local Urban Renewal 
Authority nor the Federal Housing 
Authority has any control of the 
type or cost of buildings to be 
erected on the land. The attractive 
sketches in the brochure are only a 
planner’s dream. No .one can 
assure us that there will ever be 
built anything remotely resembling 
the sketches. 

‘Before this proposal is sub- 
mitted to a town meeting, unless 
the Urban Renewal Authority has 
an offer from a_ responsible 
developer with an agreement as to 
the type and cost of proposed 
buildings ready to pay a proper 
price for the whole area, the entire 
project becomes one large real 
estate speculation.
